‘There was no ‘sign of 
bedding or food here either. There was a 
manger, but there was no food in it, and 
Sergeant Hickey discovered that it was 
coated with cobwebs. There was a loft over- 
head, but no sign of hay or straw. The ribs 
of the horse were plainly visible. and he was 
able to count nine of them. Mrs. Burgess 
said that she was waiting for the horses’ food 
to arrive. She had ordered it on the previous

In almost every country contracts have 
been given for the construction of trial racin 
boats, championship races are being held, an 
public‘ interest awakened.

Concluding a series of talks on the de- 
velopment of art in Ireland, Dr. George 
Furlong, Director of the National Gallery, 
Dublin, broadcasting from the Dublin 
Station last night, said the chief obstacle 
that had to be contendéd with was apathy, 
if not total lack of interest. 

Practical steps, he said, to help people to 
take a real interest in art must begin with 
the children, who should acquire an elemen- 
tary knowledge of art history during school 
years. Through photographs be. good 
coloured reproductions, they should be made 
familiar with a selection from the world's 
most famous statues and buildings. In 
America the Government subsidised certain 
needy artists, and presented their pictures to 
the schools. 

Dr. Furlong suggested that, where pos- 
sible, children should be brought to a pic- 
ture gallery and receive lectures; a film of 
the National Gallery, with a running com- 
mentary, could be used for the more dis- 
tant schools as a preparation course for a 
visit. 

Referring to the Friends of the National 
Collections of Ireland, he said if it were 
properly supported it could extend its activi- 
ties, organise lectures, discussions, visits to 
private collections, and travelling exhibi- 
tions throughout the country. He refused 
to believe that a membership of one hundred 
and fifty was the best they could do, 

What Dr. Furlong described as a project 
of his own was a scheme to ask Irish and 
foreign artists, who had been inspired by the 
West of Ireland, to present examples of 
their work in order to forth a local gallery 
in Achill. The nucleus of such a gallery 
already existed in the Knitting School at 
Douagh, even though it. might still consist 
of one. picture, ‘generously presented by a 
distinguished Belgian artist. He felt sure 
that past and future painters in Achill need 
only be told of the schema to make it a 
success. 

Concluding, he said there was an urgent 
need in Ireland for a library like the Witt 
Library in London, and in that respect, 
where there was a will there was a bru a 
The Press could be helpful also by publis 
ing photographs of good pictures and en- 
suring competent criticism of artists’ work.

fier auly weeting with a Chinese bendit 
was ssacribed by Dr. Henrietta Armstrong, 
a missionary, at the annual meeting of the 


Dublin University’ Fukien Mission Society, 
which was held in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Buildings, Trinity College, yesterday evening. 

Dr. Armstrong stated that she had been 
invited to visit a patient in a hospital. It 
was a man who had been left at the door 
of the building by his comrades who had 
run away. He wus suffering from fracture 
of the skull. She inquired from the Master 
of the hospital if the man after his recovery 
would return to outlawry, and he replied 
that the re Gg had been interested in the 
Christian faith during his stay in hospital, 
and had decided to give up his past ways of 
life. 

Dr. Armstrong described medical work in 
Fukien. She said that at one time nursing 
was looked upon as very undignified ‘work 
for a Chinese woman. but later some of the 
girls of the best families in China took up 
nursing, and public opinion changed. The 
Chinese looked on hospitals as part of the 
Christian Church. The nurses in China were 
educated girls, and their examinations were 
as difficult as those in Ireland. They looked 
forward to the time when the Chinese hos- 
pitals would be staffed with Chinese doctors . 
and nurses. That time undoubtedly would 
come.

MH. H. LISNEY’S PAPER 


The valuation of industrial undertakings 
was discussed by Mr. H. Lisney, F.S.I., who 
who read a paper on ‘‘ Valuations for Rating 

to a meeting of the Irish Association 6 
Corporate Accountants, held last night in 
Jury’s Hotel, Dublin. He spoke of the main 
principles involved, and the main considera- 
tions met with, án applying those principles 
to the various types ef property known as 
“special properties,” and embracing under- 
takings such as railways, gas, electric light, 
tramways, etc. ' ; 

The question for the central authority, he 
said, is: ‘‘What is a fair rent for this 
yroperty?’’ and if the property 18 in the 
hais or public utility group, that rent has 
to be estimated on the assumption that the 
tenant will do all repairs and bear all main- 
tenance costs; in other words, the authority 
is to find a net rent. It sounds simple to ask: 
‘What is a fair net rent for this property?” 
but it is not so easy te answer . Properties 
of a type, or types, which are let from day 
to day in the open market, can be dealt with 
easily, and with confidence, .because the 
records of rents are available, and are of 
considerable assistance. With “* special pro- 
perties,” however, the position is quite 
different, They are not let to tenants. There 
are no rents or similar undertakings for 
guidance. i . 

The method which is applied to this class 
of undertaking is valuation on a, profit basis. 
The question, ‘‘ What is a reasonable rent? 
is answered indirectly by answering . first 
another question—‘‘ What rent. could a 
reasonably-minded tenant reasonably afford to 
pay for the undertaking ?”’ toe: oS 
In answering this second question it is 
necessary to assume that the hypothetical 
tenant will enjoy all the privileges and ad- 
vantages of the actual tenant, and will a'so 
be under the same statutory restrictions and 
obligations. Very briefly, the process of 
valuation is to take the gross receipts, and 
‘then to make deductions for the cost of work- 
ing and of repairing and renewing the under- 
taking. 

Out of the balance remaining the tenant 
would receive such profit as would compen- 
sate him reasonably for operating the under- 
taking, and the balance would be paid to the 
landlord as rent, subject to rates being paid 
on the basis of such rent.

Neither British nor French official 
quarters here will breathe a word regard- 
ing the results of a conference of British 
and French experts which took place last 
week under a veil of mystery. The British 
team was headed by Mr. Maurice 
Drummond Peterson, “head of the Ethio- 
pian Department of the Foreign Office.

Their talks lasted 
three days. 

Whatever came out of the conversations 
is being kept a deep secret here so far, 
but a message received from London denies 
that any agreement was reached as to 
terms for submission either to Italy or io 
the League. | 

The usually well-informed M. Jules 
Sanerwein states in to-day Paris Soi 
that representatives of Britain and France 
arrived at an agreement on Sunday even- 
ing regarding a series of suggestions to ke 
made to Italy, and that doubtless to- 
morrow, after receiving formal approba- 
| tion by the British Government, these 
propositions will be transmitted to Rome. 


. PROPOSALS 


M. Sauerwein states that these proposals 
are conciliatory, and offer Italy effective 
control of several provinces. At the same 
ime, writes M. Sauerwein, he understands

made to Italy as regards Harar or Aksum, 
the holy city, or the western part of the 
country comprising the high plateau, as 
the Negus would certainly oppose any such 
concessions.

“T HE Dean of Belfast (Very Rev. W. S. 

Kerr), speaking at an Orange meet- 
ing here to-night, referred to the disturb- 
ances in Belfast in Jaly last.

A letter appeared in a well- 
known London weekly, the Spectator, over 
the signature and address of a Belfast 
man, stating that the Orangemen on the 
12th July carried petro] in the procession, 
íor the purpose of burning Roman 
Catholic houses! The London editor had 
since to admit that even the name ap- 
pended to this letter was a forgery. 

The hard fact that more than twice as 
many Protestants had been killed than 
Romanists exposed the arts of the fiction- 
mongers, Similarly, in the horrible evic- 
tions about 300 Protestant families were 
driven from their homes. 


RIOTING DENOUNCED 


In the most emphatic way, without any 
excuses, I declare the shame and abhor- 
rence felt by all right-minded Protestants 
for unChristian atrocities on either side. 
We have nothing but unsparing condem- 
nation for these abominable excesses. 
Those guilty of them are not only dis- 
gracing, but injuring, the cause they pro- 
fess and the city they belong to. ‘I be- 
lieve the perpetrators to be mainly outside 
the influence of any Protestant church. 
That the riots were made an occasion for 
looting public-houses reveals the type of 
person involved. 

As members of the Orange Society we 
stand for liberty and toleration. All this 
violence is utterly contrary to the prin- 
ciples we defend. The basis of our Con- 
stitution is that no one is to be admitted 
‘“ whom an intelerant spirit leads to perse- 


cute, injure or upbraid any man on 
account of his religious opinions.” Our 
opposition to Romanist tenets is by 
rational and constitutional methods. If 


Romanists would only perceive it, the in- 
fluence of our Society means the protection 
of ‘minorities. 


IMPORTED FANATICS 


Whatever incitements to violence have 
been heard in Belfast have not come from 
our platforms. They have come from those 
firebrands, who are dissatisfied with the 
lawful and moderate policy of our Ord.r. 
We implote the Belfast decent people who 
are unsettled in their minds to depend on 
the old Orange Institution, which has 
always defended their cause in the past,

and can .do it with self-respect and 
obedience to the laws of God and man in 
the future. Beware of irresponsible un- 
balanced organisations that tend to mob 
law. We protest against incursions into 
Belfast of inflammatory hot-heads from 
Derry or Glasgow or elsewhere. We can 
manage our own affairs without imported 
fanatics.

When all good citizens, and especially 
Christian ministers, sho ff be working as 
peacemakers, it is greatly to be regretted 
that Dr. Mageean, the Roman Catholie 
Bishop of Down and Connor, should be 


persistently embittering feelings and 
aggravating a dangerous situation. If his 


lordship has once expressed sorrow or 
condemnation for the misdeeds of his own 
people L have yet to learn of it. Less 
than a fortnight ago he was again making 
pronouncements that are open to grave 
objection.

Ten years, almost to the day, after he 
left Morocco, where his great career and 
the modernisation of the country were 
built up side by side, Marshal Lyautey 
returned to-day for ever. Tribesmen from 
the desert and the mountains gathered in 
the beflagged city to welcome back the 
body of the Marshal, and special trains 
brought more crowds from Algeria and 
Tunis. General Weygand,. Chief of the 
General Staff, arrived by air to pay his 
last tribute. 

The French cruiser Dupleix, aboard 
which were the remains of Marshal 
Lyautey, entered the port this afternoon 
flying at her mainmast the pennant of the 
dead Marshal. The French tri-colour was 
at half-mast at the stern. 

Veiled in black,;~Mme. -Lyautey waited 
below the ‘gangway with a group of 
generals and Moroccan chiefs. The Sultan 
“2 Morocco was.represented by his Grand 

izir. 

When the cruiser had berthed Mme. 
Lyautey went on board to spend a moment 
beside the coffin, which was then lowered 
amid respectful silence on to Moroccan 
soil, Then the Marshal’s salute of fifteen 
guns boomed across the harbour. 

The -coffin, which in France had been 
placed on a horse-drawn gun carriage, Was 
in Moroceo drawn away from the quay on 
a motor machine gun carriage. Motor 
cyclists escorted the cortege between long 
lines of troops holding back the crowds, 
picturesque in their bright Oriental robes. 

A short Religious Service took place in 
the Cathedral.

OURSING, in my considered opinion, is 
not going to prove a financially sound 
proposition for any club in Dublin, It 

did not pay its way at Hc i it is not pay- 
ing the Bt. Margeret's Club, and the éisein 
sions of the min Si esterday at the head 
quarters of the South County Dublin Club at 
Clondalkin further emphasised the fact that 
the Dublin public are not likely to take to the 
sport in their thousands. 

A more attractive card than that for yester- 
day could not have been held out as an in- 
ducement. It included the first two rounds of 
a 32- dog Cup Stake, with £100 for the winner, 
the prize-money in all totalling £168; two 
rounds of the 18-dog Trial for puppies, and 
twenty-four courses in the Round Tower 
Stakes. 

Yet for all the interest taken in it, it mi ws 
have been just an ordinary club meeting. 
attendance to-day may be larger, it being the 
half-holiday ; but it will need to be to make up 
for yesterday’ s disappointment. 

In no part of the country is there a more 
up-to-date running ground or a better 
managed meeting than this, with its three 
hare parks to reduce to the absolute minimum 
the handling of the game, and its strict adher- 
ence to the time schedule. In every respect is 
its organisation complete. But, unfortunately, 
the officials could not regulate the weather. 
A cold, lusty wind swept straight down the 
ground, and to give the hares a real chance 
the slip had to be longer than usual. 

Even so, there was almost enough working 
in the bulk. of the trials to yield an ample 
test; but Clondalkin differs from no other 
park meeting. Speed, except in a few in- 
stances, was the deciding factor.
